for forty years and am still able to do 
it. 


Pressed for a statement of 
how 


much he was going to give the Young 
Men's Christian Association he said 
that he had not made up his mind. 


"I have made my rr.-.r.-y In San 


Francisco and Oakland and I want to 
Kive some of it back to these places 


through this means," 'he said.

The petition states that Boar.dman 


is over 79 years of age and' that by 
reason of old age and infirmity of both 
mind anil body he Is unable to take 
care of himself and Is a mark for any 
designing person. 


A few years ago he was married to 


Blanche Walker a young woman eigh- 
teen years of age. There is one child 
as the result of the union. 


R. M. Fitzgerald, one of the at- 


torneys for Mrs. Boardman this after- 
noon said: 


"It has come to^ a point- where we 


feel that Mr. Boardman needs a guar- 
dian. We have been informed that he 
is talking of deeding away his entire 
estate. 
I understand that he wants 


to give a large sum of money to the 
Y. M. C. A., also a large bequest to 
the pioneers of California. He is also 
talking of giving an aquarium to the 
City of Oakland. "We head that it is 
his plan to give away his entire estate. 


"It is for this reason that we have 


asked to have' a guardian appointed.".

DEATHS RESULT. 


"While nothing like full reports from all 


sections of the city had been received, it 
was known that at least eight deaths 
had resulted directly from the abnormal 
weather. All of these victims were per- 
sons who fell in the streets benumbed by 
the cold and exhausted.

Prior to his removal Mayor Schmitz 


had an interview with Hutton, who 
had been, served with a copy of 
the 


damning charges, in which the Com- 
missioner was given the alternative 
of quietly resigning or of being dis- 
graced by public exposure and kicked 
out of office as a aioral leper. 
Hut- 


ton defied the Mayo!- with abuse, and 
the 
Mayor promptly sent notice of 


Hutton's removal to the Board ot Po- 
lice Commis.'Viners together with the 
circumstantial record of his infamy. 
The documents were spread on 
the 


minutes of the Board. 
The Board of 
Supervisors 'was also served with no- 
tice of the removal and the reasons 
therefor. 


HUTTON SEEKS 
REVENGE, 


Hutton Immediately went before the 


Grand Jury, which held a midnight 
session, and told a remarkable tale of 
police corruption, charging that black- 
mail was being collected from 
fallen 


women by an organized system of po- 
lice pressure. 
He named a certain 


Cap_tain of Police as the collector of 
the base tribute and made many other 
startling disclosures affecting officers 
and members of the Police Depart- 
ment. 
The town is ringing with the 


unsavory details of Hutton's conduct 
and the stories, he related to the Grand 
J.ury. 


Harry W. Hutton, the deposed Po- 


lice Commissior.er, has had a stormy 
political and domestic career. 
A DEFENDER OF ANARCHISTS. 
' He Is an Englishman by birth and 
was originally an iron moulder. 
He 


studied law, and first made himself 
prominent 
by 
defending 
strikers 


charged with acts of violence and tak- 
ing: the cases of seamen who charged 
sea 
captains with abuse. 
He made 


- himself conspicuous by denouncing in 
a. violent public address delivered in 
Shlels' Hall denouncing the courts and 
officials for prosecuting and hanging 
Parsons and Spies, the Haymarket as- 
sassins. 


He subsequently entered politics and 


was an unsuccessful candidate on the 
Republican ticket for District Attor- 
ney. 
He joined the 
Union 
Labor 


movement, and was appointed Police 
Commissioner by Mayor Schmitz af- 
ter his first election. 


For some, time he has been at outs 


with his colleagues on the Police Board 
and the municipal administration. He 
led in the crusade against the dives 
on Dupont. and Jackson streets 
and 


St. Mary's Place and was haled before 
Judge Cook, for contempt in violating 
an injunction. Under his personal di- 
rection 
the police broke down the 


doors of some ot the cribs with axes. 
WHY,HIS WIFE ABANDONED H I M . 


After his 
appointment, as 
Police 


Commissioner, Hutton became involv- 
ed in an unsavory domestic scandal. 
His 
wife, who owns a considerable 


estate in her own right, abandoned 
him, 
as she alleged, on account of his 


flagrant 
infidelities 
and 
personal 


abuse, and fled to Salt Lake whither 
he followed her in a vain attempt to 
•induce her to give up a portion of Im- 
properly. 


La,tely Hutton has been conducting 


an aggressive warfare on the PYench 
restaurants, whose proprietors charge 
that he is actuated by a venal purpose. 
Hutton, 
on the other hand, declares 


that the influence of the French res- 
taurants and the tenderloin have se- 
cured his down fall.

San Francisco's Police Scandal. 


Whatever motive may have prompted Mayor Schmitz to summar- 


ily remove H, W. Hutton from the San Francisco Police Board,.the 
reasons given for the remove abundantly justify the Mayors action.^ 
The charges made in justification ofHhe removal are so specific in 
character and are presented with such circumstantiality as to carry 
the impress of truth. The various acts alleged constitute an indict- 
ment of the gravest character. If true Hutton is unfit to mingle in de- 
cent society. They are a burning reproach to a public official. They 
are particularly flagrant in Hutton's case because he has been posing 
as a crusader against disorderly houses and has been loud in charging 
the police with protecting houses of ill-fame. 
The Mayor charges 


him, giving da> and date, with visiting resorts of this character and 
drinking wine for which he did not pay in company with dissolute fe- 
males. He could do this because he was a police commissioner. The 
wine he had opened was in the nature of blackmail levied on the 
'keepers of the places. Such acts of official and personal indecency are 
not to be passed over. 


Moreover, Hutton's alleged conduct with a girl under the legal 


age of consent is a felony under the laws of California, and out of this 
criminal association it is charged that another felonious offense was 
perpetrated, either by his procuration or \vith his direct connivance. 


It is a, most unsavory exposure, and unfortunately it does not ap- 


pear to have been made with intent to improve the police service even 
if the personnel of the Police Commission is raised by the elimination 
of Hutton. 
Hutton was originally appointed by Schmitz, but like 


Casey has fallen under the ban of his patron's displeasure. There will 
always linger in the public mind a suspicion that he was removed not so 
much for being a nasty brute as for failing in subserviency in matters 
not at all creditable to the municipal administration. But no valid ob- 
jection can be made to putting Hutton out of the office he has defiled. 


It is announced that active construction work is to be begun on 


the Western Pacific in two months. It is to be hoped so. The pub- 
lic has waited patiently for the corporation to redeem the promises 
made when a right of way was obtained through this city, but all 
reasonable delay is at an end 
The valuable privileges granted should 


be utilized for the purpose for which they were ostensibly obtained if 
they were asked for in good faith. Oakland welcomes nsw railroads 
and other enterprises, but the people here have an aversion to being 
humbugged, and railroad franchises have too often been obtained to 
play in a game of bluff between corporations. All Oakland asks m 
this matter is a square deal ,and if it gets that the Western Pacific 
will have none but friends in this city. 


Bishop Hamilton on Race Mixture. 


The Sacramento Bee makes this comment on some remarks re- 


cently made-in this city by Bishop Hamilton: 


"Bishop John Hamilton, of the Methodist Church, said in a re- 


cent address at Oakland that he expected that eventually the popula- 
tion of this coast would be Anglo-Japanese and Anglo-Chinese—the 
fruit of unions between American girls and Chinese men, between 
Japanese women and American men, between Chinese Vvomen and 
American men, between Japanese men and American women. 


"And Bishop John Hamilton talked as if he believed it would 


be a good thing. 


"What do the people of the State of California think about it? 
"And what do they think of Bibhop John Hamilton?" 
Very few can be found in Oakland to endorse the sentiments of 


Bishop Hamilton. His remarks have not been taken very seriously 
in this community, however. 
So little attention has been paid to 


them that they have hardl) been deemed worth openly combatting. 
To the great mass of the inhabitants of Oakland his views are utterly 
repugnant. 


The Bishop appears to belong to a class of clerical exponents of 


pseudo-humamtananism which seems to contemplate with positive 
enjoyment the idea of race miscegenation. They gloat over it and 
present it as desirable and even necessary in preaching amity and good 
will between different races. For some peculiar reason they want 
the white race to amalgamate with the dark races and destroy abso- 
lutely the sentiment of race pride. 


Notwithstanding their professions it is to be oMerved that few of. 


this cult ever practice what they preach. They have no intention of 
having Chinese and Japanese marry in their own families, but they 
seem to delight in shocking the sensibilities of others by obtruding 
their queer notions upon the public.

And of 
this one-twelfth a full third is composed of foreigners resident in 
those towns, who take and will take no part in national politics. Thus 
it is obvious that these danger spots are, after all, mere specks in the 
great expanse of the Russian race. 


Nevertheless, it is m these towns that the danger lies, and at 


present the "students," male and female, are the disturbing element. 
nor are the causes which arouse their activity merely a. natural am- 
bition for the progress of their country or a Slav sensitiveness to its 
low position in European civilization. I believe that in addition to 
these the terrible grinding poverty of thousands of these students is 
the dominant factor which makes for the new Socialism—^not Nirjijism, 
be it noted—of the revolting force of Russia. The great majority of 
the students hold small Government scholarships—mere pittances 
which are just large enough to lure them to the towns, but totally in- 
sufficient to supply them when they get there. 
Thousands of the 


Russian students cannot buy winter clothing or even the necessary 
boots, and, ill-fed, they throng together-in wretched lodgings, there to 
declaim their hapless fate to decry the government. 


This, then, is the one chief element of danger in Russia. Jt is 


neither widespread nor national. Local in its origin, exclusive in its 
character and peculiar to a single class, it is' capable of much mis- 
chief and many explosions, but it is totally incapable of infecting the 
masses of the people and the provincial population generally.—London 
Express.

statement of experience to the charge that the railroads were violating 
the Interstate Commerce l?,w and advocated legislation to abolish the 
rebate evil. He was then discovered to be a bad man to have in the 
Cabinet although no one has ventured to accuse him of the slightest 
misconduct in office 
Mr. Morton pointed out that if one road gave 


rebates, the competing lines must do likewise or lose business. When 
he was one of the chief officers of the Santa Fe that road gave rebates 
because its competitors did, although Mr. Morton was opposed to the 
practice on principle. ' That is easily understood, and ITS statement' 
shows him to be a frank and honorable man. The demand for rail- 
road regulation is not going to be switched around to a scheme to have 
Mr. Morton turned out of the Cabinet. Who would profit by that— 
the railroads or the people? If Secretary Morton were made a scape- 
goat now, the effort to abate the rebate evil would receive a black eye, 
for discriminating persons could not fail to perceive that he was being 
punished, not for being a party to a violation of the law but for telling 
the truth about it.

Work Before Committees and .Great 


Reclamation of Tide Lands 


of Alameda County. 


SACRAMENTO, January! 26.—Wil- 


ber Walker, Secretary of 
the Mer- 


chants' Exchange of Oakland, was here 
yesterday and today in the interest 
of several measures advocated by that 
'exchange and 
the Alameda 
county 


Grocers' Association. These bills are 
as. follows: 
Extending the statute of 


limination for the outlawing of debts 
to grocers and others from two to four 
years; making.the property of'the wife 
liable for debts incurred in securing 
the necessaries of life for the'family; 
opposing the trailing-stamp in business 
and the county formation measure. 


Arrangements have been made for 


a meeting,-soon,'of the dom'm'ittee on 
County Government in both. Houses, 
when representatives of the Merchants' 
Exchange will "appear and present rea- 
sons why, in their judgment the coun-^ 
ty. formation, bill should pass. 


Mr. Walker says the measure has the' 


approval of the Merchants' Exchange 
and 'a large number of citizens of1! 
Alameda county and especially of Oak- 
land. 


DIVIDING ALAMEDA COUNTY. 
"The bill" says Mr. Walker, "is a 


general measure and allows the divis- 
ion of'any county whenever an election 
shall decide that such division shall 
take place. It requires a petition of 
one-fourth of the registered voters of 
the county to call an election and a 
vote of a majority of the electors vot- 
ing at theVlection to carry the prop- 
osition. 


"There is no disposition to 
coerce 


any voter or any set of voters in the 
matter, but simply to allow the regis- 
tered voters of any county to express 
their will in this important matter. 


''Aiameda county is not the 
only 


county interested in- this matter and 
it is highly probable that the bill may 
receive support in other parts of the 
state. 
/'Important measures of this kind in 
the interest of progress may be de- 
layed but they cannot be perman'Jy 
prevented. 


"This measure in the judgment of 


the Merchant's Exchange will gather 
strength from discussion and it is the 
desire of that organization that the 
matter may be fully and freely discuss- 
ed by all who are sufficiently interested 
BO to do."

SURVEYOR PRATHER ON TIDE- 


LANDS. 


County Surveyor Prather came here 


to attend the conference between the 


THE HONOR 


OF THE 
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officials and the Legislative delegation 
of Alameda county. • He took occasion 
at the same time to copy swamp and 
overflowed land notes, relating.to Ala- 
meda county which are receded here 
in the office of the Surveyor-General. 


The swamp and overflowed lands 


like the rest of Alameda county are 
very much in demand. They are now 
being used for duck preserves by 
Gun Clubs as salt ponds, and, along 
the edges, ot the highlands, they are 
Cast being turned into vegetable gar- 
dens. 


Those around Oakland, Alameda and 


Berkeley are being converted 
Into 


wharf sites and lumber yards. .Those 
near ait. Eden and Alvarado outside, 
near the bay shore are used for salt 
ponds. 


Near Alvarado/they p.rs dyking and 


ditching the land—dyking, to keep out 
the salt water and, ditching to drain 
the alkali off the" land. 


The floodn-ater from the highland, 


in a few years, reclaims the land. 


This plan of reclamation is specially 


adapted to this 
locality. 
Alameda 


Creek drains a large 
territory and 


practically has no outlet, having been 
filled up with debris coming down from 
the hills and, in winter, the storm- 
water simply pours over the marsh, 
leaching the salt out of the land which 
has been protected by the dyke and the 
deep ditch heretofore referred to act- 
ing as a drain. 


These lands will, within ten or fifteen 


years be, Mr. Prather says, the richest 
in Alameda County. 


CLAREMONT COUNTRY CLUB. 
The bill in the interest of the Clare- 


mont Country Club, whose grounds 
are situated -beyond the northern lim- 
its of Oakland is now before the Gov- 
ernor and

measure through' Both Houses, very 
little was said as to purpose to be sub- 
served by its passage. 


When It was called up for passage, 


in response to a question

brother Senator as to what the b!Il 
proposed to do, Senator Lukens said: 


"It is in the interest of the Clarc- 


mont Country Club, which Js not an 
association for profit. It is fashioned 
after the measure which enabled th? 
Bohemian Club of San Francisco to 
establish In its own name, its retreat 
in the Redn-oods of Sonoma county. 
The Claremont Country Club is one 
for recreation and not profit. Its at- 
torney thought, under the section of 
the law under which it was formed, 
that it might secure its present prop- 
erty and then perhaps that it might, 
be disputed. 
Hence the measure." 


COAL MEN SEEK 'PROTECTION. 
The Retail Coal Dealers' Association 


Is flooding the Senate with objections 
to two bills by Senator Wright which, 
they assert, in vigorous terms, would 
drive them 
into 
poverty. 
Senator 


Simpson today was in receipt of sev- 
eral communications on the subject as 
also a substitute measure the intro- 
duction of which he has not^as yet de- 
cided upon. 


The bills objected to Nos. 250 and 


276. 
The former provides that, before 


an 'attachment may Issue against a 
debtor, the creditor must show that 
it is the purpose of trie one in arrears 
to leave the state or to transfer his 
property for the purpose of defrauding 
his creditor. 


The coal men say that they wfould 


not be able to prove that such was 
really the intent of a debtor .except af- 
ter the exercise of almost supernatural 
energy arid, watchfulness and then in 
but a few cases and the result would 
be that they would be at the mercy of 
unscrupulous dead beats. 


Bill No. 276 provides that no.attach- 


ment shall issue for a sum less than 
$25 and this measure they also say,, 
would cause them to lose hundreds of 
dollars .in the course of a few years. 


SELLING INFANTS. 


Senator Lukens, at the request of 


the Society for the 
Prevention of 


cruelty to children has introduced a 
bill which makes It a felong for any 
person, male or female, to sell an In- 
fant. The. proponents, of. the measure 
declfre that traffic of this kind is car- 
ried on to a certain'.degree under cover 
in various places in the state, more 
especially, San Francisco, only recent- 
ly two notorious cases having come 
to light,

Assemblyman Espey has introduced 


a bill making it the-duty of District 
Attorneys to appear for insane defen- 
d»nts in "'divorce cases where no an-

He 'has also 


introduced

measure establishing 


chronic mania of three years' standing 
as a ground of divorce.'--" 


BURKE AND LEAVITT ACT. 


,The, practical. abandonment of the 


demand of ^he San Francisco delega- 
tion for an increase in the salary of 
the judges of that county from $4000 
to $6000' was signalized, almost 'at the 
same moment by moves on the part of 
Senator ' Leavitt and .Assemblyman1 


Burke of Oakland introducing rneas- 
ures' fixing the salaries of judges In 
Alameda, Los > Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco counties, at S5000. This was the 
result of the metaphorical battering 
which the San Franciscans received at 
the 'hands 
of ' t h e ' 
Alamedans. 


Burke introduced a new bill on" th'e

TRADING STAMPS 


KILLED 


- SACRAMENTO, January 28,— A blow 
was given to trading stamps by the 
Senate and Assembly committee on 
Judiciary at its meeting *y a unani- 
mous vote recommending'' the passage 
of the bill forbidding the use of such 
stamps -in this state. - 
''' 


There was a full attendance of the 


committees and representatives of sev- 
eral commercial bodies -of the. state 
were also present among the latter he- 
ing Wilbur Walker Secretary of the 
Merchants' 
Exchange 
of 
Oakland. 


Both .Mr. Walker and Senator Keane 
told of the baneful 
effects of 
the 


trading-stamp 
In 
commercial 
life. 


They showed that no 
matter 
who 


adopted them inihis business nor how 
he used. them, .they always resulted in 
a handsome revenue to the proprietors 
of the scheme who never disposed of a 
stamp save as a cash transaction. The 
dealer, in distributing 
the 
stamps 


among customers had to sacrifice one- 
fifth of his income. The promoters of; 
the scheme almost forced store keepers: 
into using the stamps on the threat 
that if they did not accept, them the 
stamps would be greedily adopted -by 
a rival and that competition would 
kill the non stamp purchaser.* It 'was 
on record that, In this way, In 'Los' 
Angeles, two. out. of 'three rival grocers 
had been: induced to take' hold of and' 
use the stamps and then the third 
grocer was Informed that If he. wanted 
to bear up against the competition, 5ie^ 
would have' to .use stamps also. The 
promoters, however, declared that they 
could .not openly sell him stamps but 
that he could go to their headquarters 


and, get such stamps as he, needed. 
In this way, It was claimed the stamp 
pitted people against one another in 
a merciless manner and secured a 
triple return by ingendering bad feel- 
ing and encouraging bankruptcy. It 
was also shown that, outside tlie actuil 
receipts from the stamps themselves, 
the promoters enjoyed 
an' Smmense 


profit -by reason of the fact that, less 
than 60 per cent of the trading stamps 
were presented for redemption. 


There was hearty unanimous vote in 


favor of the adoption of the 'bill. 


The attempt to pass a bill extend- 


ing from two to four years, the length 
of time for the out lawry of a debt 
for necessaries of life was attained 
with failure. 
A motion to the effect 


that the bill do- not pass, was adopted 
by a vote of 9 to 6.
